Kennedy Death 
Brings Editors 
Back To Desks 

PORTLAND, Maine (AP)— The 
editor’s of New England’s daily 
newspapers broke off a two-day 
conference abruptly Friday and 
hurried back to their editorial 
desks, after hearing of President, 
Kennedy’s assassination. 

The news of the assassination 
came shortly after start of the 
yearly conference of the New 
England Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

Leslie More, executive editor of 
The Worcester, Mass., Telegram- 
Gazette, and president of the so- 
city, said any thought of re- 
scheduling the meeting must wait 
at least one week. 

The story of the assassination 
broke just after the editors bad 
heard William L. Ryan, foreign 
affairs analyst for The Associated 
Press, say the new military junta 
government in Viet Nam was 
“just about the last chance we 
have in Southeast Asia.” 

Earlier, delegates elected three 
new members to the board of 
governors. 

They are Ernest W. Chard of 
The Portland Press-Herald and 
Evening Express; John S. Hooper 
of the Brattleboro, Vt. Reformer, 
and William Plante of the New- 
buryport. Mass., News. 

However, the scheduled election 
of new society officers by the 
board of governors was put off 
by the "abrupt convention can- 
cellation.
